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At his New Hampshire campaign headquarters after primary returns gave him 42% of the vote.

enator Eugene Joseph McCarthy's showing in the 


first 1968 presidential primary startled members of 


both political parties and showed strong support from 
young Americans reacting to the situation in Vietnam. 


The soft-spoken senior senator from Minnesota, who 


was born in Watkins 52 years ago on March 29, 1916, 
received his BA at St. John's University in Collegeville 
and became a social science high school teacher for 
five years. 


Receiving his MA at the University of Minnesota, he 


returned to St. John's to become a professor of econom- 
ics and education for two years. 


He married former high school teacher Abigail 


Quigley in 1945. One year later, he assumed the posi- 
tion of acting chairman, St. Thomas College Sociology 
Dept., St. Paul, where he also served as departmental 
instructor for three years. 


In 1948, McCarthy ran for, and won, a seat in the 4th 


Congressional District of Minnesota, where he re- 
mained for ten years. 


He defeated a two-term incumbent in 1958 to win 


his current seat in the United States Senate. 


At the Democratic convention in 1960, where fellow 


Catholic and Senator John F. Kennedy was nominated, 
McCarthy gave an impassioned speech for Adlai 
Stevenson. Four years later, having supported the 
Kennedy-Johnson programs, he watched fellow Minne- 
sotan Hubert II. Humphrey selected as vice-presiden- 
tial nominee. 


In January, 1966, he joined 16 Senate Democrats in 


advocating a prolonging of the bombing lull in Viet- 
nam. By August, 1967, his dissent had escalated in pro- 
portion to the war's escalation. 


Now, as an alternative to present administration 


policies, Senator Eugene McCarthy is offering a chal- 
lenge, within his own party, to an incumbent President.

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Temporary Dental Work 
Saves Loss of Work Time 


Mr. Card complained: My 


front tooth is loose, and sore 
to touch. When I press the 
gum over the root it hurts. 1 
have a bad taste in my mouth 
and it seems to come from 
that tooth. 


Exam: Upper right 
front 


incisor tooth was i n d e e d 
mobile and tender to percus- 
sion. It was slightly elongated 
and surrounding gum tissue 
was inflamed, swollen and ex- 
uded pus on pressure. There 
were deep pockets between 
gum 
and 
tooth indicating 


much bone loss. 


X-ray exam: Tooth pre- 


viously had root canal thera- 
py. There was marked bone 
loss, specially 
between the 


two incisors. At the root end 
there was a large abscess 
which communicated with the 
periodontal (pyorrhea) pocket. 


Diagnosis: Periodontal ab- 


scess. 


Treatment: There was so 


much bone loss and such a 
large infected area that tin; 
tooth had to be extracted. For 
cosmetic reasons a replace- 
ment was made at once. The 
infected root was cut from 
the crown which was then hol- 
lowed out, filled with white 
plastic material and attached 
to a plastic base adjusted to 
fit against the palatal area 
just behind the space where 
the tooth was extracted. 


Mr. Card left the dentist's 


office in about an hour wear- 
ing his new/old temporary 
cooth. 


In about a week or two 


when the gum heals, the mis:; 
ing tooth will be replaced with 
a permanent, 
fixed 
bridge 


which will be attached to 
teeth on either side of the 
space. 


The base of the bridge will 


be made of gold with porce- 
lain baked onto the surlarcs 
that show. The porcelain will 
be tinted, stained and shaped 
to resemble natural teeth.

front tooth is loose and sore 
to touch. When I press the 
gum over the root it hurts. I 
have a bad taste in my mouth 
and it seems to come from 
that tooth. 


Exam: Upper right front 


incisor tooth was i n d e e d 
mobile and tender to percus- 
sion. It was slightly elongated 
and surrounding gum tissue 
was inflamed, swollen and ex- 
uded pus on pressure. There 
were deep pockets between 
gum 
and 
tooth 
indicating 


much bone loss. 


X-ray exam: Tooth pre- 


viously had root canal thera- 
py. There was marked bone 
loss, specially between the 
two incisors. At the root end 
there was a large abscess 
which communicated with the 
periodontal (pyorrhea) pocket. 


Diagnosis: Periodontal ab- 


scess. 


Treatment: There was so 


much bone loss and such a 
large infected area that the 
tooth had to be extracted. For 
cosmetic reasons a replace- 
ment was made at once. The 
infected root was cut from 
the crown which was then hol- 
lowed out, filled with white 
plastic material and attached 
to a plastic base adjusted to 
fit against the palatal area 
just behind the space where 
the tooth was extracted. 


Mr. Card left the dentist's 


office in about an hour wear- 
ing his new/old temporary 
cooth. 


In about a week or two 


when the gum heals, the miss- 
ing tooth will be replaced with 
a permanent, fixed bridge 
which 
will be attached to 


teeth on either side of the 
space. 


The base of the bridge will 


be made of gold with porce- 
lain baked onto the surfaces 
that show. The porcelain will 
be tinted, stained and shaped 
to resemble natural teeth. 


During the time Mr. (lard's 


bridge is in the making, his 
teeth will be protected with a 
temporary fixed bridge madr 
of plastic which will al.so \>f 
contoured and colored to n1 
semble natural teeth This will 
be held in place with tempo- 
rary cement so that it can Un- 
easily removed when the per- 
manent bridge is ready (or 
cementation.

Dave 
Smith asked. Your guess is 
probably wrong, too. 


"Which material makes the 


easiest boat to carry?" We'd 
both be right this time with 
aluminum.' 


It is also the most popular. 


More boats were built of the 
light metal last year than all 
other types combined, accord- 
ing to Smith, who's paid to 
keep track of such things. 
Weekends he's a 
pleasure 


boatman on Lake Erie and 
inland waters around Cleve- 
land. Weekdays he is head ol 
the Aluminum Association's 
Marine Committee. 


So how about 
fiberglass? 


More different kinds of boats 
are made of plastic. Smith 
said. 
170.000 of them 
last 


year. But there were 260.000 
turned out in aluminum, plus 
20,000 in wood and 5.000 of 
steel. 


At the recent National Boat 


Show in New York Citv. 75 
per cent of the boats displayed 
were fiberglass or plastic. 8.7 
per cent were aluminum. 8.6 
per cent of canvas and rub- 
ber, and only 7 per cent of 
wood. But across the country, 
said Smith, when you look at 
the fishing boats and canoes, 
you start to see where all the 
aluminum 
production 
went. 


Runabouts of the metal, as 
fell as John boats, cartoppers. 
small cruisers, pontoon boats 


HOPE (ARK) STAR, 


and houseboats, are also join- 
ing the fleet. 


Aluminum got a bad name 


with boatmen after World War 
II and only recently has lived 
it down. Some postwar opera- 
tors bought up a lot of surplus 
aircraft "aluminum and made 
it into boats. These new craft 
had a strange 
reaction to 


brackish water—they seemed 
to practically dissolve after a 
few months'afloat. The word 
got around fast—sailors who 
have to swim home tend to 
talk—and the builders either 
switched to corrosion-resist- 
ant marine aluminum alloy o:1 
got chased out of the business. 
Many boats now carry an ap- 
proved sticker from the Alu- 
minum Association. Mainten- 
ance usually amounts to little 
more than hosing a boat down 
after use. 


There are fewer aluminum 


boat 
manufacturers. Smith 


said, because you can't set 
yourself up to whack them 
but in your back yard like you 
can with other craft. But the 
fewer builders are engineered 
to make more boats.

metal as well, Smith brags.

Nursing Home Division Feb. 29 
by state Welfare Commissioner 
Len E. Blaylock, Blaylock bas- 
ed his dismissal on Cox's al- 
leged bias toward some nursing 
home operators and the falsi- 
fication of records. 


Cox appealed his dismissal to 


the Merit System Council, Wal- 
ther said he would not call any 
witnesses, 


Cox was promoted to chief of 


the Nursing Home Division in 
1962, 


Walther said that Cox was 


eligible for the job since he had 
accumulated two years of ex- 
perience in the department, 


Fred Henne, director of ad-

The recent Academy Awards 


caused a little delving into the 
history of motion picture thea« 
tres here in Hope with special 
attention for the era of the Si- 
lent Screen, The first of the thea- 
tres In Hope was the Airdome, lo- 
cated on Front Street in the ap- 
proximate 
location of what is 


Jack's News Stand today. As the 
name implies, there was no roof. 
Since patrons didn't go in auto- 
mobiles then, (the early 1900's) 
it was quite possible to have a 
movie "rained out." 


When the Lyric Theatre was 


opened on 2nd Street where 
Lewis-McLarty is today, it was 
just prior to 1920 and the thea- 
tre not only had a roof but also 
a piano. That was the time of 
live accompaniment for the act- 
Ion on the screen, and there re- 
mains today a fascination for this 
art and admiration for those who 
exercised it. 


The pianist watched the picture 


and played appropriate music to 
fit th»e action. There was no sug- 
gested list ofmr:lodiestobeused, 
so the pianist had to have a var- 
iety of selections a' her finger- 
tips 
(literally). They rang-sd 


from the classical (where would 
the Lone Ranger have gotten with- 
out the William Tell Overture?) 
to the popular (example: "Mel- 
ody of Love"). 


The late E; .T. McCabe was the 


manager o* the Lyric, and the 
talented pianists included Johnie 
McMath (Mrs. E/'J. McCabe), 
Kate Scott Winsfield (Mrs. R. L. 
Gosnell), and Mamie Coulder (de- 
ceased)'.' When the reels were 
changed, there was a pause and 
it was then that tti9,movie goers 
wore 
entertained with vocal 


- selections by Lois -McSSath (Mrs-. 
John Gre-aae of Little Rosk). 


"Talkies" cam.-: in the mid- 


20' s and the Grand Theatre show- 
ed them on Main Street where 
Western Auto is today. 
F. S. 


Horton (deceased), FranklinHor- 
ton's father, was' the ra^iager of 
the Grand, where such stars as 
Douglas 
Fairbanks and Mary 


Pick ford won the hearts of the 
viewers. This was the location 
in the '40's of the RiaHo Thea- 
tre, but it was smaller than the 
Grand. 


Wtet about the Alice Theatre? 


It was the first movie house at 
the present Saenger Theatre 
location. C. H. Crutchfield (de- 
ceased) built the Alice and named 
it for his daughter. Even though 
there WAS sound on the screen In 
the mid-'20's, the Alice Theatre 
had an organ, a $25,000 Robert 
Morton Organ. 
It was played 


oefore the movies were shown 
and was a real "up-town" addi- 
tion to the local theatre, which 
burned In the late '20's. The 
local 
Presbyterian 
Church 


bought, this instrument "for a 
song" (excuse the pun), and it 
is still In use. 


Cue other site of movie houses 


here has been South Elm Street 
where Davis Furniture Company 
is now. At one time the Queen 
Theatre was located there, and 


during the '40's it was the New 
Theatre. 
J, P, Brundidge built the first 


Saenger, which was destroyed by 
fire on an Easter morning in the 
mid • '40's. The current thea« 
tre is built at the samfi location,

flict with church services, There 
were no time barriers by the 
time of World War n, so movies 
were shown day and night 7 diys 
a -.veek. 


People change and so do their 


entertainment requirements. To- 
day, the local movie audience is 
younger and almost exclusively 
an evening audience. Hovice, ma- 
tinees are rarely seen here. But 
the movie industry still fills the 
bill every night. A trip to the
